Southern Baptists designated 
1963 World Missions Year, -and it 
became triumphantly so with the 
realization of a 15-year-old goal of 
having more than 1,750 active for- 
eign missionaries under appoint- 
ment, The Foreign Mission Board 
closed the ‘year with an overseas 
staff of 1,805 (including 25 mis- 
sionary associates). 

AL« in 1963, the Board assign- 
ed missionaries to two additional 
tountries and planned for future 
geographical expansion, adopted a 
budget of $22,133,051.96 for 1964, 
and strengthened its administra- 
tion in several ways. ‘Intensive 
evangelistic crusades overseas 
were among the outstanding fea- 
tures of the year. 

In the final push toward realiz- | 
ing its goal, the Foreign Mission 
Board appointed 172 missionaries} 
and reappointed eight, during 1963, 
reaching an all-time high of 180 
appointments in a caleridar -year | 
(the previous record was 144, set 
im 1959). It also employed 15 rnis- 
sionary associates for _ limited 
terms of special ‘service, making | 
a total of 195 additions to the over- 
Seas staff and a net gain of. 166 
after deaths, retirements, and 
signations.: |” 

The two new countries dre Ja- 
maica, where missionaries ‘will as- 
sist Baptist chufches jin special 
projects, and specific ministries, | 
and Iceland, -where missionaries | 
will work with an English-langu- 
age Baptist church . ministering 
primarily to - American . military 
personnel. These additions bring to 
53 the number of countries ` to 
which missionaries are under ap- 
pointment—an increase of -only 
one over a year ago since Malaya 
and Singapore were absorbed into 
the new nation of Malaysia.
